REMARKS 

This Submission Is filed with a Request for Continued Examination following receipt by 
the Applicant of a final Office Action mailed on June 23, 2005, in connection with this case. In 
that Office Action, the Examiner rejected pending claims 1 , 4-6, 8, 9, 11-13, 18, 19, and 21 
under 35 USC § 102(b) based on U.S. Patent No. 4,497,376 to Kurylko. The Examiner also 
rejected claims 4-6 and 8 under 35 USC § 1 12, second paragraph. 

In this Request for Continued Examination, the Applicant has amended claims 1, 13, 
and 18 to overcome the rejections under 35 USC § 102(b) and claim 4 to overcome the 
rejections to claims 4-6 and 8 under 35 USC § 1 12. 

In particular, the amendment to claims 1,13, and 18 specify that the invention employs 
a lifting assembly to mechanically raise the ram member from the lower position to the upper 
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
